REMARKS 


Claims 1-25 were pending in the application prior to the present amendment. Claims 21- 
25 are hereby canceled without prejudice or disclaimer as to the subject matter recited therein. 
Thus, Claims 1-20 will be pending in the appUcation after entry of the present amendment. 

In response to the Examiner's restriction requirement under 35 U.S.C. § 121, Applicant 
elects Group I, claims 1-20, and cancels without traverse claims 21-25 associated with non- 
elected Groups II and III. Applicants reserve the right to file a divisional appUcation at a later date 
capturing the subject matter recited in claims 21-25 canceled herein.
